South cities 
refuse to back 
oil drill ban 


Santa B arbara city and county offi­ 
cials failed late Friday to get full sup­ 
port from other Southern C alifornia cit­ 
ies on th eir proposal for a com plete 
cessation of oil and gas drilling in the 
Santa B arbara Channel. 
Second D istrict Supervisor Joe J. 
Callahan, of Santa B arbara, got partial 
backing from the group representing 18 
coastal cities, gathered to see what leg­ 
islative rem edies they could engender 
to m3et oil pollution problem s. 
But city officials of Ventura, Pt. Hue- 
neme, Los Angeles and Long Beach — 
all with an economic 
interest 
in oil 
development —quickly showed they could 
not support such a stand. 
However, 
com prom ise 
Legislative 
proposals will be made, the group de­ 
cided at a four-hour session in the County 
A dm inistration Building. 
The group decided to have Orange 
County city m anagers meet soon to draft 
a skeleton bill which would reflect the 
m ore m oderate viewpoints, and thus p re­ 
sent a united stand which otherw ise could 
not be brought about. 
The skeleton bill to be drawn up —and 
reviewed by the various cities and coun­ 
ty governm ents later 
— needs to be 
placed before the L egislature quickly as 
it 
will adjourn shortly for the year. 
The bill would be aimed at seeking to 
effect m ore local and state controls in all 
offshore drilling;

New judgeship 
for county 
may be delayed 


County officials have their work cut 
out for them if they expect to have Leg­ 
islative approval of an additional Superi­ 
o r Court judge this year. 
This was made clear today when it 
was learned the staff of the State Ju­ 
dicial 
Council has completed a staff 
analysis of county judgeship needs, ccm- 
ing to the conclusion that its present 
judicial positions a re sufficient to car­ 
ry the projected caseload through 1969- 
70. 
The finding was made on the basis that 
the Santa B arbara Court itself has a 
full-time 
referee, or a total of seven 
judicial positions. 
The Board of Supervisors, the County 
Grand Jury and the Santa B arbara B ar 
Assn. have adopted resolutions calling 
for appointment of a seventh judge this 
year to meet growing caseloads. 
It is assum ed the seventh judge, if 
named, would be assigned to the Santa 
M aria Court so that crim inal cases not 
being sent to Santa B arbara from that 
d istrict could be heard in Santa M aria. 
Only one of the present six judges is in 
Santa M aria on a perm anent basis. 
The staff analysis has been sent by 
the Judicial Council’s adm inistrative of­ 
fice in San Francisco to Chief Justice 
Roger Traynor, council chairm an. 
Staff d irecto r Ralph N. Kleps said 
that while the report represents a staff 
analysis only, it has been completed "in 
accord with principles approved by the 
Judicial Council’s Committee on Court 
M anagement.” 


Ike in new setback: 
resting comfortably 


WASHINGTON (U PI)— Form er P res­ 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower, his heart 
bearing the burden of another congestive 
heart failure, if in favorable condition 
and resting com fortably, according to 
the latest m edical bulletin from W alter 
Reed Army Medical C enter. 
It was learned Friday that the 78-year- 
old general of the Army suffered a con­ 
gestive heart failure last Saturday, a 
condition described as one in which the 
heart fails to pump enough blood. D octors 
said it "m ay well have” lessened his 
reserv e strength. 
During the week Mamie Eisenhower 
rem arked to friends that her husband 
has “ some good days and som e bad 
ones.” She said that last Saturday was 
particularly bad, and " I didn't take my 
clothes off for 30 hours.” 


New problem in 
Geneva disarm 
conference 


GENEVA (UPI) — A new problem has 
cropped up in the Geneva disarm am ent 
conference — how to define a weapon 
of m ass destruction. 
Both the United States and Soviet 
Union have proposed a new internation­ 
al treaty to keep the seabed free of 
nuclear weapons "and other weapons of 
m ass destruction.” 
But neither Am erican nor Russian of­ 
ficials w ere able to define a weapon 
which can cause m ass destruction. These 
officials said it would have to be a pret­ 
ty large and form idable weapon if it is 
not nuclear. 
The 
real 
problem lies in defining 
"m ass destruction.” 
The term has been used in several in­ 
ternational trea tie s, including the treat­ 
ies to keep nuclear weapons and "other 
weapons of m ass destruction” out of 
A ntarctica and out of outer space. 
The language for both jiaets was p ro­ 
posed and agreed upon by the United 
States and Soviet Union but there was no 
legal definition of what was meant. 
This is one of the problem s facing 
the seabed negotiations being considered 
at the disarm am ent conference. 
The A ntarctica and outer space tre a t­ 
ies were passed through the United Na­ 
tions but United Nations spokesmen said 
they have no legal definition of the term 
either. 
The U.N. legal experts said the term 
"weapons of m ass destruction” was 
first used by a United Nations* com­ 
m ittee in 1946. The group was a special 
com m ission on atom ic energy. 
They said it has to be assum ed that 
the reference was to m ajor weapons 
which can cause m ass destruction other 
than atom ic weapons. 
Probably, the experts said, the atom ­ 
ic bomb was in everyone's mind at the 
tim e. 
"No doubt the term m eans a non­ 
nuclear weapon which can cause as much 
o r m ore destruction than the Hiroshim a 
atom ic 
bom b,” they said. "It is quite 
likely that the H iroshim a bomb can be 
considered 
the 
lower threshhold of a 
weapon of m ass destruction.”

Richard M. Nixon, 
staying in a million dollar seaside man­ 
sion that likely will become a regular 
vacation White House, relaxed today on 
their first visit to Southern California 
since he becam e president. 
Presidential p ress secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler said Nixon definitely plans 
to spend some of his vacations in South­ 
ern California, but no decisions have 
been 
made 
regarding 
a perm anent 
sum m er White House. 
Nixon already has purchased a home 
in Key Biscayne, Fla., as an East Coast 
ret re a t. 
“ I don’t know if he'll buy a place 
here, rent a place, or what,” Ziegler 
said. 
Ziegler also discounted reports Nix­ 
on would purchase a 64-room Bavarian 
style mansion at Laguna Beach, Calif., 
as a sum m er White House. Its owner 
said he had been contacted by Orange 
County businessm en interested in buying 
the mansion for the president. 
For the Nixons, the weekend trip was a 
chance to get back to some of their 
favorite haunts. The president reminded 
a sm all cluster of people on the beach­ 
es at Santa B arbara 140 m iles north of 
here that he and his wife "used to drive 
along these beaches” as newlyweds. 
Nixon made a 45 minute tour of the 
Santa B arbara waterfront Friday to in­ 
spect damage caused by a huge oil slick, 
and heard pleas from Santa 
Barbara 
civic leaders for stiffer regulations to 
prevent sim ilar d isasters. 
"What is involved is something much 
bigger than Santa B arbara,” the p resi­ 
dent said. "It involves the use of our 
resources in the land and sea in a more 
effective way.” 
P ro g ress in developing natural re­ 
sources must go forward, Nixon said, 
"but not at the cost of destroying those 
things of beauty without which all pro­ 
g ress would be m eaningless.” 
He said Secretary of the Interior 
W alter Hickel already has promulgated 
s tric te r regulations concerning off shore 
drilling. Nixon said these would have 
prevented the d isaster had the previous 
adm inistration put them into effect. 
Although the visit was billed by the 
White House as a vacation, Nixon brought 
along Secretary of State William P. Rog­ 
e rs and security expert Henry A. Kis­ 
singer, his two chief foreign policy ad­ 
visors, for discussions of the Vietnam 
war and the Baris Peace talks. They 
conferred for m ore than an hour F ri­ 
day during the plane ride to California. 
Sunday morning they will be joined 
by Ellsworth Bunker, the U.S. Am bassa­ 
dor to South Vietnam, and Gen. Andrew 
J. Goodpaster, who is leaving his post a s 
deputy U.S. m ilitary com m ander in South 
Vietnam to take over as head of NATO.

About 400 miles to the south, P res­ 
ident Nixon spent the weekend at a 
seaside retreat at San Clemente ready­ 
ing a statement on campus disorders 
in conjunction with a letter from Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary Robert 
Finch to college adm inistrators. 
Rep. Roman Pucinski, D-Ill., a mem­ 
ber of the House Committee on Educa­ 
tion and Labor and chairm an of a sub­ 
com m ittee on general education, said 
in Austin, Tex., Friday, the Nixon policy 
would be a "g et tough” policy. 
Pucinski said two federal laws enact­ 
ed during the Johnson adm inistration 
would be forced to crack down on the 
d isorders. 
One, he said, calls for the witholding 
of federal aid to students taking part 
in violent disorders. 


Co. airport 
plan review 
here Monday

At a meeting, in­ 
dividual com m issioners made it clear 
they questioned projections showing the 
Santa Ynez Airport did a greater volume 
of business, and hence, according to the re­ 
port should receive ttie lions share of funds 
for capital im provem ent. 
C om m issioners who criticized the plan 
noted that Lompoc Airport now has a 
scheduled airline for passenger service 
and also a scheduled daily air freight 
service. 
The m aster plan has yet to be set for 
public hearing, but copies of the docu­ 
ment have been forwarded to the county’s 
five cities for comment. 
This week county officials defended the 
plan in an interview with Dick Praul, the 
Record’s rep o rter in Santa B arbara. The 
defense was spurred by word that Clin­ 
ton Sherrod, city planning director had 
forwarded the initial adverse reaction of 
city planners. 
Sherrod requested the 
visit by the county officials.

Goldwater 
wants to

Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., an 
outspoken 
advocate

launched an attack of his own 
Friday. 
His target - m ilitary 
c ritics in general and form er 
Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara in particular. 
“ Let me warn you that the 
antidefense campaign in this 
country is accelerating rapid­ 
ly,” Goldwater, 
an Air Force 
reserve 
general, 
told 
the 
American 
Fighter 
Pilots 
Association. 
“ I predict that in the weeks 
to come you will see it reach an 
almost hysterical pitch among 
certain groups,” the 1964 GOP 
presidential candidate said. 
“ A new, all out propaganda 
drive against the Nixon adm i­ 
nistration’s m ilitary effort in 
Vietnam,” 
will be the first 
phase in the latest antim ilitary 
attack, Goldwater said. 
“ This began a few days ago 
with 
the 
irresponsible 
and 
demagogic 
speech 
of 
Sen. 
George S. McGovern (D-S.D.)in 
which he called for a ’rev ersal’ 
of 
the 
Am erican course in 
Vietnam,” Goldwater said. 


"The great outcry against 
war has led alm ost autom atical­ 
ly to suspicion of our m ilitary 
b ra ss,” he said. “ Tbe attitude 
which I have been describing 
has already led us into trouble 
that 
may 
take 
years 
to 
c o rrect.” 
This suspicion of the m ilitary 
“ was 
a 
hallm ark 
of the 
McNamara 
regim e 
in the 
Pentagon,” Goldwater said. 


“ To avoid or steer clear of 
the possible evil of centralizing 
power 
and authority 
in the 
hands of the m ilitary, McNama­ 
ra perm itted over centraliza­ 
tion in the hands of less quali­ 
fied civil servants,” Goldwat­ 
e r said. “ We traded m ilitary 
expertise for scientific guess­ 
e s 
based 
on computer find­ 
ings.” 


Goldwater said the “ radical 
left was busy trying to convince 
the American public that the 
ABM system is a device cooked 
up by the m ilitary men in the 
Pentagon to siphon off billions 
of dollars 
from antipoverty 
projects 
and

welfare program s.”

State GOP Assembly 
at odds with President

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
California Republican Assem­ 
bly which endorsed Richard M. 
Nixon for the Senate in 1950and 
for governor in 1962, has some 
differences with him as P resi­ 
dent in 1969. 
Dr. Tirso Del Junco, the 
CRA’s Cuban refugee president, 
delivered some criticism of Nix 
on 
for his appointments as 
President. 
At the sam e time, the outgo­ 
ing leader of the state’s oldest 
political volunteer group ex­ 
pressed some areas of agree­ 
ment with Nixon — particularly 
his decision to build a modified 
antiballistic m issile system . 
Del Junco told newsmen F ri­ 
day that Red China “ has to be 
considered a real threat” to the 
United States so “ we must be 
prepared to retaliate.” 
The CRA president called a 
news conference to discuss the 
14,000 - member 
volunteer 
group’s two-day state conven­ 
tion, expected to discuss both 
foreign and domestic affairs. 
His criticism of Nixon cen­ 
tered on the selections of Dr. 
Henry Kissinger as special as­ 
sistant 
for 
security; Jam es 
F arm er as an assistant secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
W elfare and John G. Veneman 
as HEW undersecretary. 
Del 
Junco 
said 
Veneman 
“ created some very serious 
problem s” for his party by ac­ 
cepting 
the 
appointment 
by 
HEW 
Secretary 
Robert 
H. 
Finch, form er state lieutenant 
governor. 
The Modesto Republican left 
the GOP with a slender 40-39 
edge in the Republican - con- 
tolled Assembly. Gov. RonalJ 
Reagan has called a late April 
special election to fill the seat. 
If a Democrat wins, the house 
lineup becomes a standoff40-40. 
The 
CRA 
president 
said 
F arm er, form er national direc­ 
to r of the Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE), was “a Re­ 
publican in name only” and had 
not endorsed Nixon in the 1968 
presidential cam[»aign. 
As to Kissinger, Del Junco 
described the form er Harvard 
professor as ‘brilliant’ but said 
he was a 
Vietnam war dove 
and 
“ had 
a philosophy dia­ 
m etrically 
opposed 
to 
that 
which Nixon espoused.” 
Although Nixon was spending 


the weekend in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, he had no plans to visit 
the CRA convention. Del Junco 
said this wasn’t a snub because 
Nixon had a busy schedule. 
On another topic, Del Junco 
discussed his views on sex edu­ 
cation—both as a physician and 
as president of the conserva­ 
tively-oriented CRA. 
Sex education is a topic of a 
special panel at the convention. 
He said he was not flatly op­ 
posed to teaching the subject in 
schools but wanted to find “ who 
will be the teachers and what 
are the ground rules.” 
“ It’s a very, very touchy sub­ 
ject,” he said. “ We have to 
write some guidelinesand rules 
to guide teaching of sex educa­ 
tion.”

freedom with him apparently 
was gunned down. 
Police and m ilitary officials 
said

man 
who escaped 
crossed the border about 5 a.m. 
near the Hong Kong village of 
Ta Ku Ling. Hospitalized with a 
bullet wound in the mouth, he 
was listed in critical condition. 
Five m iles to the east, police 
said, 
a 
26-year-old 
farm er 
escaped 
Red 
China 
unchal­ 
lenged, ending a 14-day trek 
covering 60 m iles from his 
home at Bor Chuk Commune. 
He was in good health. 
Today’s shooting along the 
Hong Kong-China border vir­ 
tually 
duplicated 
one 
last 
Saturday in almost the sam e 
spot. That time, two were killed 
and 
two 
wounded trying an 
unsuccessful break from China. 
The pictures of their bodies 
were posted in border towns in 
China 
to discourage further 
such attem pts. 
Officials of this British colony 
said the two men today tried to 
cross the border Sham Chun 
River at a narrow and shallow 
point. 
The 
Hong Kong Star 
newspaper said the second man 
had been killed. 
But B ritish officials said, “ We 
have no information about the 
other man. All we know is that 
he did not make it across the 
border. 
He might have been 
killed or he might have been 
captured.”

British may bar UN 
team from Anguilla

The committee decided Fri­ 
day night to send “ urgently” a 
fact-finding mission to Anguilla 
saying it was “ gravely con­ 
cerned about the landing of

troops,” despite U.S. 
objections and B ritain’s boycott 
of the committee’s meeting at 
U.N. headquarters. 
The island’s 6,000 residents 
remained

in 
peaceful 
demonstrations demanding the

Anthony Lee — 
installed as B ritain’s resident 
com m issioner by Britain Wed­ 
nesday. 


Friends of rebel President 
Ronald Webster reported that

Mutiny trial site is 
switched to Fort Ord

The defense takes over Monday

Presidio stockade 
soldiers charged with mutiny. 
Meanwhile, the Sixth Army has 
announced that the trial site for 
14 others has been switched to 
Fort Ord, Calif. 
In San Francisco, attorney 
Terence Hallinan said he would 
fight the change of venue for 
the trial of the 14, scheduled to 
start April 7. 
Sixth Army Commander Lt. 
Gen. 
Stanley 
I-arsen, 
who 
earlier switched the trial of the 
five 
GI’s 
to 
Fort 
Lewis, 
announced the change of site 
for the 14 Friday on the same 
grounds-that San Francisco’s 
many 
antiwar demonstrators 
could bring a verdict prejudici­ 
al to the defendants. 
The prosecution in the case of 
the five protestors ended five 
days of testimony Friday by 
presenting a nine-minute video­ 
tape of the Oct. 14 protest by 27 
prisoners who sat in a circle 
and 
chanted. 
The 
stockade 
commander had testified that 
they 
ignored two orders to 
return 
to 
their cell - block. 
Finally, Military Police assist­ 
ed or dragged the prisoners 
back to their cells. 
The tajie showed a group of 27 
prisoners seated on the ground, 
chanting "freedom" and "we 
want the press.” 
Hie defense has little differ­ 
ence from the prosecution as to 
the details of the protest. As 
Capt. Joseph Choate puts it: 
"the key issue is the elusive 
element of intent." 
Col. John G. 1 ee, law officer 
(judge) for the trial, Friday 
ruled against a defense request 
for the Army to pay for the 
appearance of two psycholo­ 
gists. Lee said their testimony 
would be inadmissable evidence 
and agreed with a prosecution 
comment that their testimony 
"would usurp the functions of 
the 
jury" 
by 
dealing 
with 
ultimate facts which were up to 
the five-officer jury to decide. 
Civilian attorney David W. 
Lowe says "the Army is on 
trial, the stockade is on trial.” 
The defense Friday sought to 


gain access to a chart, a letter 
and other articles dealing with 
the stockade which are in the 
Armys possession. The letter, 
the defense asserts, says that 
the maximum stockade popula­ 
tion should be no more than 103 
prisoners. It was written after 
the protest when, according to 
testimony, 
there 
were 
123 
prisoners in the stockade. 
Lee said the letter would be 
made available if not prohibited 
by a federal law which restricts 
the access of defense counsel to 
interoffice 
correspondence 
and memoranda. 
Bulls flex 
muscles on 
Wall St.

NEW YORK (U PI)—The bulls 
flexed their muscles on Wall 
Street this week, and the linger­ 
ing stock market selloff came 
to a halt. Turnover was fairly 
heavy. 
New peace hopes in Vietnam 
and belief that the prime rate 
hike now is tiistory were large­ 
ly responsible for rescuing the 
list from what, in recent weeks, 
looked to be a bottomless pit. 
Among traders who had been 
concerned over the impact of 
higher lending rates on the 
economy the assertion now was 
a 
near 
unanimous: 
"W e’re 
damned glad that’s over with.” 
The long wait for the prime 
rate boost had been one of the 
m ijor depressants in the finan­ 
cial arena this year. 


The prime rate, the minimum 
rate for business loans, WiS 
jacked up 
point to an all- 
time high of 71. per cent. And 
now traders are anticipating a 
boost in the Federal Reserve 
discount rate — that charged 
member commercial banks — 
which is not considered likely 
to have much of ..n adverse 
impact on stocks at this point. 


While the ninth session of the 
Vietnam peace conference in 
Paris failed to produce a viable 
peace formula, traders seemed 
to 
devote their attention to 
vague 
hints that the United 
States was 
working secretly 
elsewhere to break ttie impasse. 
However, such reports lacked 
ofticial confirmation. 


Some additional constructive 
forces included record indust­ 
rial production in February; a 
sharp rise in personal income 
in the same month, highei steel 
prices and stepped up demand 
for the product, a good gain in 
new factory orders for durable 
goodb last month; and a healthy 
rise in retail sale-5 last week 
from both the previous week 
and year ago as reported by 
the Commerce Department.

Confusion grew todav over an 
agreement to end the turbulent 
four-month student strike at San 
Francisco State College after 
Acting President S.I. Hayakawa 
rejected one 
of 
its 
key 
provisions. 
The 
college’s 
top 
Negro 
administrator 
immediately 
raised the possibility of renew­ 
ed student protests as obser­ 
vers wondered if Lie agreement 
to end the often violent strike 
amounted to no more than a 
three-w’eek cease fire. 
Hayakawa 
said 
Friday he 
could not accept one of the 
seven points in the agreement 
—that of a partial amnesty — 
which was signed Thursday by 
representatives of the striking 
Black Students Union and Third 
World Liberation Front and a 
six-member select committee 
appointed by Hayakawa. 
" I think I should make clear 
that 1 have considered each of 
the seven 
recommendations 
with great care, and can only 
say in reply that I cannot agree 
prior to any hearing what the 
limits of the penalty for a 
given offense will be.” 
The partial amnesty provision 
would apply to students arrest­ 
ed on campus during disturban­ 
ces since last Nov. 6 and later 
found 
guilty 
by 
a 
faculty 
hearing. 
Their 
punishment 
would be limited to a one-year 
suspension from the college. 
Hayakawa said he would wait 
until an 
April 
11 
deadline 
agreed to by the students before 
making 
a 
final decision on 
partial amnesty. In the mean­ 
time, 
he declared, 
he still 
regards the school as in a state 
of emergency and will keep 
police on the campus. 
Hayakawa 
also 
said 
he 
wanted to give m i n o r i t y 
students "the opportunity to 
demonstrate their leadership in 
establishing peaceful conditions 
on 
campus,” 
an 
apparent 
implication that if the campus 
remained 
quiet 
he 
might 
consider implementing the par­ 
tial amnesty. 
In any case, Hayakawa said, 
faculty 
panels 
have 
so far 
treated disciplinary cases with­ 
out undue harshness and " I 
shall follow their example by 
tempering justice with mercy.”

Sodal action victory forecasts 
new legislation on food for poor

Five 
years ago, America’s 
churches and synagogues won a 
notable victory in the field of 
social action. 
Through a nationwide inter­ 
faith 
effort, 
they 
mustered 
enough 
public 
pressure 
to 
induce Congress to pass the 
Civil 
Rights 
Act 
of 
1964, 
strongest 
antidiscrimination 
bill in U. S. history. 
They prevailed over formida­ 
ble opposition because (1) they 
were united; (2) they had a 
clear-cut moral issue; and (3) 
they had a concrete legislative 
objective. 
Religious leaders are now 
viewing a new opportunity for a 
joint 
social 
action crusade, 
which seems to contain the 
same three elements that led to 
success in 1964. 
This time, the issue is hunger. 
A Senate investigating com­ 
mittee headed by Sen. George 
S. 
McGovern, 
D-S. D., has 
amassed evidence that millions 
of Americans 
are 
seriously 
undernourished. Large 
num­ 
bers of children are existing 
on diets 
so inadequate their 
minds as well as their bodies 


are hopelessly stunted before 
they reach school age. Lack of 
food is an everyday fact of 
life among Negroes in the rural 
south, poor whites in A ppall 
chia, Spanish Americans and 
Indians in the Southwest, and 
migrant farm workers in all 
parts of the country. 
Men 
and 
women 
whose 
consciences have been formed 
by Judeo-Christian ethics may 
differ sincerely over the urban 
crisis or the war in Vietnam. 
But hunger is a clear-cut moral 
issue on which they can unite. 
Both Judaism and Christianity 
teach that a hungry person has 
an overriding claim on the 
compassion of the comfortable. 
There is no greater sin against 
charity, in the eyes of either 
religion, than failing to provide 
food for a fellow creature who 
suffers the unremitting torture 
of an empty belly. 
However strong the feelings 
aroused by the Senate com­ 
m ittee’s 
disclosures of wide­ 
spread hunger, the religious 
community is not likely to have

President Nixon's revision of the Johnson administration's proposed Sentinel system has given the antiballistic missile 
project a new look and a new label— Safeguard. The new plan shifts the defense shield from cities previously desig­ 
nated as Sentinel sites, indicated on map, to key points in the nation's nuclear deterrent complex— Minuteman inter­ 
continental ballistic missile sites, air bases and the Polaris submarine base at Charleston. Work will begin on two sites, 
Malmstrom and Grand Forks, first and another 12, indicated on map plus Hawaii and Alaska, later. Sites will be 
equipped with both Spartan rockets, to intercept attacking missiles up to 400 miles from the target, and short-range 
Sprints, to pick off missiles missed by the Spartans.

— (N EA ) — Almost 1,8(X) pints of 
blood are needed every day m V i e t n a m , to save the 
wounded from death 
The blood comes from Danny Clark. Or somebody like 
him. 
Danny Clark is a 21-year-old airman basic recruit, sta­ 
tioned at Lackland Air Force Base near San Antonio He 
may be in Vietnam himself one day; but. meanwhile, be 
sends his blood to serve in his stead 
Many other servicemen do the same \ irtually all of the 
blood sent to the war zone is donated by the military itself. 
Danny Clark volunteers his gift, of course. He visits his 
base infirmary, has some juice if he wishes and stretches 
out on a table. A medic wipes his arm clean, searches tor 
a vein and then jabs it with a needle connected to a plastic 
tube and sack. 
Five hundred ccs are drawn. 
Danny’s blood bag is hermetically sealed and marked 
No 45932, type O positive. It’s placed in ice. then put 
aboard a military jet. 
And the blood is on its way. 
But before Vietnam it is lirsl shipped here to McGuire 
%FB. This is the collection depot, analytical laboratory 
and overseas embarkation point. Five days each week 
McGuire receives endless cartons of human blood—sent 
from some 69 military donation points in the nation. 


McGuire, of course, is adequately prepared for the influx 
Nearly three dozen GIs are on hand to handle the load 
They represent all four services, are mostly young, and 
are supremely skilled. 
Two of their skills are speed and accuracy. 
Speed is essential because Danny Clark’s blood has a 
"shelf life” of 21 days. After that its cellular structure 
begins to break down. Actually, it may be still usable, but 
after 21 days, blood begins to pollute, or form residue, and 
therefore U.S. military physicians will not use it 
Accuracy is also critical. Blood must be unmistakably 
marked, for obvious reasons. Donating centers check their 
blood, naturally, but it is the McGuire crew’s job to double 
check For this reason: they find that three per cent of all 
donations are improperly labeled 
Thus. Danny’s blood is carefully considered 
His fluid comes to McGuire in a tough polyethylene 
pouch. The pouch is fitted with several tubes to be used 
in testings. One of the tubes is reed-thin, filled with blood 
and crimped at several points It's called a pigtail During 
laboratory checkouts, the pigtail is snapped off and drained 
into several test tubes 


The first tube check for Danny’s blood is for cell t> jo­ 
lt has to be either A, O 
or B. These type» 
comprise 90 per 
cent of all blood. There 
is a fourth major 
type, AB. but it 
is too rare for McGuire 
to bother with. 


After the cells have been classified, Danny’s blood i- 
scooted down a stainless steel counter to what is called the 
"titer” test. This process determines the level of naturally 


occurring antibodies in the fluid (plasma); if the count is 
high, the blood pouch is so labeled 
The third check ot Danny’s blood is for the KH factor 
Technicians ascertain the presence or absence of the factor 
and mark it accordingly. If negative, still another test is 
given to be absolutely accurate 
Finally, Danny's blood is tested for its plasma classifica­ 
tion. a microscopic study similar to that used to type-group 
the cells. 
In all. the entire laboratory process is over in minutes 
It has to be Time is crucial at the blood center «specially 
now

Jan. 2G, 1969 — Arrived at 
Travis Protocol office for our 
processing. We were listed on 
the departure board under my 
name C. Jone£. There is a J. 
Jones also listed on the board. 
I asked who that was. It stands 
for Joe Namath. Even the Air 
Force keeps him incognito. 
Tokyo, Jan. 27 — Eggs Bene­ 
dict are only 75 cents in the 
Sanno Hotel. So we all had them. 
Joe, Steve, Marv, Jim and my­ 
self. 
Joe has the nickname “ The 
King” ; my nickname 
now 
is 
“ Ichil)an” ; 
Marv 
Fleming is 
“ The Mystery Man” ; and we 
have yet to pick a nickname for 
Steve Wright or for Jim Otto. 
On the way to the hospital, 
about 
a 
45 - minute 
drive, 
we 
passed 
Sofia University. 
Joe looked out of the car into 
a little kind of playing field, 
and 
on the right side was a 
scoreboard. 
His 
comment: 
“ Did 
Sofia 
have 
a winning 
year 
There wasn’t a patient that 
didn’t want to make sure that 
he said hello to Joe. I did no­ 
tice as we finished each ward 
that he was the last one to fin­ 
ish. That he made sure. If he 
didn’t I kind of hung around, I 
know a couple of times, and 
said, 
“ Hey, 
y’know, here’s 
somebody that missed you” be­ 
cause they all wanted to say 
hello to “ The King.” 
There was a young sergeant 
named Bill Skinner, who 
is a 
big Baltimore Colt fan. They 


told us about it before we went 
to Oji. He’d put up these big 
signs — “ Joe Go Home” —and 
this type of thing. He told every­ 
body that he didn’t want to meet 
Joe, or have anything to do 
with him. 
We got word on this, and it 
just so happened that when we 
were going into this ward (this 
sergeant is about 5-2 or 5-3) 
someone 
said, 
“ There 
he 
goes.” I ran down the hall and 
grabbed him, and kind of pulled 
him out. We were just outside 
in a crosswalk. Steve came over 
and picked him up and held 
him over his head to meet Joe. 
Tokyo - Jan. 27, 11:30 P.M. 
—We had dinner tonight at Mi- 
sono’s 
Restaurant. 
When we 
went in several Americans rec­ 
ognized Joe, and came over and 
asked for his autograph. 
Well, about the end of the 
meal, the Japanese people who 
work there, the waiters, came 
up to Joe, and said, “ You movie 
star?” Joe said, “ Yes, that’s 
right.” 
They said, “ Who? What you 
name?” He said, “ Clark Ga­ 
ble.” They said, “ Oh, 
Clark 
Gable!” So they got a big menu 
for him to autograph. By this 
time Joe’s getting a little em­ 
barrassed. 
But he autographs it, “ Best 
Wishes, Clark Gable.” They all 
go back and stand in a group, 
talking and staring at him. Joe 
really did get embarrassed. We 
also felt he cost us an extra 
30 per cent that they padded the 
check for the big, rich movie 
star. 
Tokyo, Jan. 28 — We were 
picked up at noon to go to Ta- 
chikawa Airbase Hospital. It 
was quite a large ward, most of 
it was for orthopedics — knee 
injuries, ankle injuries, carti­ 
lage removal — that type of 
thing, a lot of casts. 
Joe was right at home, com­ 
paring his knee injuries with 
similar injuries a lot of the

Train from Yokosuka to To­ 
kyo, Jan. 29 — It’s about an 
hour and 20 minutes ride.

West played out three top 
diamonds quickly. East dis­ 
carded the jack of clubs on 
the t h i r d diamond. West 
gazed at it with interest be­ 
fore gathering in the trick. 
Then he played his fourth 
diamond. 
The s t u d e n t declarer 
ruffed and played his ace of 
hearts. When West dropped 
the queen the student smiled 
happily 
and 
proceeded 
to 
play out all but one of his 
trumps slowly and carefully. 
He watched e a c h discard 
with great interest and ob­ 
viously was engaged in try­ 
ing to count the distribution 


It didn’t do him any good. 
East sat in back of dummy 
with both black kings and 
the student had to lose the 
setting trick. 
‘ R e m i n d s me of Ping- 
pong,” said the Professor 
who was kibitzing. “ The con­ 
tract was batted back and 
forth.” 
“ I don’t understand,” said 
the student. “ What did I do 
wrong?” 
“ West could have made 
sure of beating you,” said 
the Professor. “ He looked at 
his partner’s jack of clubs 
discard. If he had led a club 
instead of the fourth dia­ 
mond. you would have been 
dead but he did lead the 
fourth 
diamond 
and 
you 
should have made your con­ 
tract.” 
The professor was right 
as usual. When West dropped 
the queen of trumps under 
the ace. South could be sure 
that East would show 
ud 
w i t h both black kings. If 
West held either, he would 
have 
had 
15 
high 
card 
points and opened the bid­ 
ding. 
With that knowledge South 
could have executed a Vien­ 
na coup by playing his three 
of spades to dummy’s ace 
and then r u n n i n g all his 
trumps. Dummy would come 
down to the ace-queen of 
clubs and East would have 
to blank his king in order to 
hold the king of spades.

Important hearing 


April 1 will be an important day for citizens of Lompoc who 
want to be informed on the proposed $500,000 bond issue for 
the construction of a new fire station headquarters, alarm sys­ 
tem and training facilities. 
On this date, the Lompoc City Council will hold a public hear­ 
ing on the proposal at 7:30 p.m. in Council chambers. 
Historically, public hearings on issues are sparsely attended 
by citizens who for inexplicable reasons feel they do not have 
the opportunity to speak or who feel a sense of futileness in 
speaking in the belief that “ you can’t fight City Hall.” Unfor­ 
tunately, many citizens always complain of an action after a 
fact. 


April 1 will be the day to ask the questions and inform your­ 
self as a taxpayer on the project. It is important to be inform­ 
ed. A two-thirds vote will be required to approve this project 
and it is important that vote be made with intelligence rather 
than emotion. 
City Council members and the administration welcome com­ 
ment on their future decisions. They are elected to represent 
the people. They cannot represent the people if they do not 
know the feelings of the people. 
April 1 is the day for the citizen to express his opinion, 
pro or con, and to seek further knowledge on this important 
project decision.

I believe that a good many of our citi­ 
zens are unaware that the Lompoc Val­ 
ley Chamber of Commerce is attempt­ 
ing to get the State of California to 
utilize a portion of La Purisima Mis­ 
sion property for the establishment of 
an overnight facility for camper-trail- 
ers. They contend there is a ‘critical 
need.’ Is the need so critical? Easily, 
within thirty minutes drive are many 
and varied cam pingareassuehas Jalama 
Beach Park, Gaviota State Park and Lake 
Cachuma. If the Chamber feels that the 
camping area must be in the immediate 
Lompoc area, then the most logical 
place is the Kenneth Adam Park which 
could be modified to include a camping 
area. Its closer proximity to the city 
could better meet the needs of the camp­ 
ers and provide business for the mer­ 
chants of the community. 
How is the proposed camper - project 
at the Mission to be funded? 
At pres­ 
ent, there is a lack of funds to carry out 
even the daily functions of running the 
Mission. Further funds are needed for 
important restoration and excavation as 
well as personnel to demonstrate the var­ 
ious crafts which were practiced in the 
days of the m issionaries. 
I fully agree with the Record editorial 
of March 5, 
1969 that l>a Purisim a 
is a State historical park that has been 
sadly neglected as a cultural attrac­ 
tion. We would all like to see many 
tourists visit the Mission and take the 
tour of the lovely grounds. This is its 
purpose. However, we must first help 
the tourist find the Mission. To my knowl­ 
edge, there are no directional signs on 
Highway 101 denoting that the Mission is 
in this locality. Perhaps the Chamber of 
Commerce could undertake this project 
as a means of attracting more tour­ 
ists. 
We must preserve the historical L-a 
Purisima Mission in its quiet pastoral 
setting. The ecology of the surrounding 
hills is an integral part of the Mission 
and must be undisturbed. The Mission, 
at present, gives a true historical and 
educational example of a typical Cali­ 
fornia mission establishment. Let us 
not infringe upon that which rightfully 
belongs to posterity. 
We cannot begin a very bad precedent 
of allowing portions of the Mission 
property to be used for various accom­ 
modations.

Bay of Pigs he, among 
others, demanded that 
the White House call 
off the U .S. air cover 
over 
the 
embattled 
beaches and back away 
from 
even 
the 
in­ 
credibly fragile plans. Senator Fulbright 
has much to answer for in this. 
A fire in his TV eye, he is on rec­ 
ord as follows: “ I am sure that if Amer­ 
ican armed forces were used unilateral­ 
ly the reaction in the Western Hemis­ 
phere would be so severe that we would 
lose more in other countries than we 
would gain in Cuba.” 
I do not know to what beach Mr. Ful­ 
bright goes to hide his head in the sand 
about the Reds, but how could America 
conceivably lose more in other Lat in- 
American countries than by the subse­ 
quent Soviet m ilitary and political lodge­ 
ment 90 miles from our shores? 
Actually, the heart-sickening regret 
throughout Latin America is not for our 
intervention but that our intervention 
did not succeed. 
Within a year and a half Russia had 
been so encouraged that she placed her 
troops and m issiles in Cuba. This re­ 
quired President Kennedy to “ confront” 
the U.S.S.R. 
Within another year Cas­ 
tro’s 
subversion was so damaging that 
President Kennedy was forced to make a 
Latin-American 
trip to tell protesting 
leaders in the hemisphere that there 
was nothing he could do about it. Six 
elected Latin - America governments 
promptly fell, including Dr. Juan Bosch’s 
government in the Dominican Republic. 


And 
then 
when President Johnson 
courageously moved to block a Red 
take-over in Santo Domingo to keep the 
Soviet and a second Castro out of the 
Caribbean, who led the loudest protest? 
Senator J. William Fulbright. “ It is 
inconceivable to me that what would have 
happened would be a military threat to 
the United States,” he said, leading him­ 
self to the TV cam eras like a Coast 
Guard icebreaker. 
Next came a tough and dangerous Ber­ 
lin crisis. We had announced that we 
would stand firm against the Red pres­ 
sures. Color-blind Fulbright had gone 
off to London to make a speech. He 
seized the moment to announce there: 
“ I thoroughly disagree with the policy 
of the United States.” 
The Kremlin thinks (and hopes) it 
has a right to listen to the Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. How could Mr. Fulbright have 
made it harder for us to maintain our 
sworn defense of Berlin? 
Next came a NATO crisis. We have 
been doing everything we can to hold 
NATO together in the defense of Western 
Europe and of the United States. Gen­ 
eral de Gaulle pulled out of NATO. “ I 
think De Gaulle may be right about 
NATO,” said Senator Fulbright. 
Then off to Australia he went. He 
talked appeasement of North Vietnam. 
And the Australian roof fell on him when 
he admitted in a Canberra interview 
that he did not even recall that “ Aus­ 
tralia is supplying troops to the war in 
Vietnam.” 
Next came the bombing debate and 
Mr. Fulbright, an eager-running hound 
on any publicity track, was right out 
there in front demanding that President 
Johnson stop the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam. Again, he was as wrong as a 


summer oyster about Hanoi’s response 
and his pontificating and predictions, as 
usual, turned out to be totally unfounded. 
Meanwhile, 
the spearhead force in the 
Senate for the admission of Red China 
into the United Nations is J. William 
Fulbright. 
To e rr is human, but to be wrong — 
repeatedly and catastrophically wrong — 


on such a scale as this is downright 
dangerous. The next time you see this 
muddled man sagely nodding his head 
on TV in his habitual way as if to say, 
“ If you only knew what I know,” re­ 
member the record.
